SHUTS END A MISSOURI POLITICAL CARECR 


On the morning after the 1948 election, when most of the country was sur- 
prised to find that Harry Truman was still President, Kansas City got an 
extra surprise. It woke up to find that a Sicilian cobbler’s son named Charles 
Binaggio had become the hottest politician in Harry Truman’s home county 
of Jackson. A onetime golf caddy and smalltime gambler with bigtime ambi- 
tions, Binaggio had worked up from the 
precinct level to capture several strong- 
holds of the tired Pendergast machine in 
the city’s rough North Side. By lavish use 
of money, manpower, motorcars and pa- 
tience and persuasion of various sorts, he 
had rolled up huge winning votes for every 
candidate he backed, including Forrest 
Smith, the present governor. Charlie Bi- 
naggio’s hour of triumph, however, was to 
be brief. He hired a private railway car toat- 
tend the Truman inaugural in style—only 
to find that the sometimes tolerant Tru- 
man wanted no part of him. Binaggio did 
get certain favors from Governor Smith, 
including the appointment of police board 
members he recommended in Kansas City 
and St. Louis. He did not get the one favor 
he wanted most, which was the opening up 
of both towns to gambling and other vices

Who executed them, and why, baffled even 
the Republican Kansas City Star, which is 
reputed to know everything that goes on in 
town and has had two men working on such 
matters for two years.

Lire reported in a story in the last census. It was 
partly because they are proud to live in one of the 
growingest nations in the world—the estimated 
population gain for the decade was 19 million, a rec- 
ord, and more than the populations of Chile, Kenya 
and Austria combined.

ABSURDITY IN CENSORSHIP 


The Atomic Energy Commission recently 
ordered the burning of 3,000 copies of the April 
issue of the popular Scientific American to keep 
an article on the hydrogen bomb from falling 
into the hands of the Russians. According to 
a convineing explanation by the editor of the 
Scientific American, what has thus been “kept” 
from the Russians is a series of facts that have 
already been widely published in other media. 
‘They are facts, moreover, that are well known 
to nuclear physicists everywhere. It is obvious 
to us that the AEC has carried necessary vigi- 
lance to an absurd and unnecessary extreme 
of censorship. 
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Two names and two items in the news 
from Europe have a special interest for 
Americans. 

Frédéric Joliot-Curie, the French High 
Commissioner for Atomic Energy, addressed 
the national congress of the French Com- 
munist party in a small town near Paris last 
week. His speech was a straight defense of 
Soviet atomic policies and an all-out attack 
on US. atomic policies. This astonished no- 
body. Why should it? Dr. Joliot-Curie is a 
famous scientist. He is also a famous Com- 
munist. When he was put in charge of the 
French atomic program Americans were told 
not to worry: the French did not have much 
of an atomic program anyhow, and the odd 
case of Dr. Joliot-Curie was put down as just 
one of those things, a European phenome- 
non which called for more sympathy than 
protest. 

John Strachey, Britain’s new Minister of 
War, is in trouble because he was once a Com- 
His case is also one of those things. 
quite a fellow and he comes from quite a 
family. His father was a renowned essayist. 
His cousin Lytton a famous biographer 
and debunker. John Strachey in his own 
right is a gifted political essayist. He says 
that he never joined the Communist party, 
and we couldn't care less whether he did or 
didn’t. During the 1930s he worked hard for 
Communism and he was known both in Eu- 
rope and in the U.S. as one of its most bril- 
liant exponen’ ce the 1930s he has joined 
the Labor party and become one of its ablest 
officials. He says, and Prime Minister Attlee 
says, that he renounced the philosophy of 
Communism in 1940 and has been totally 
opposed to Communism ever since. 

The news of John Strachey is that this 
claim is in error. Arthur Krock of the New 
York Times has come upon a book by John 
Strachey which proves that he did not re- 
nounce the Communist ideal in 1940 and 
has not been totally opposed to Commu- 
nism ever since. The book is Socialism Looks 


LET'S DO IT! 


From the other side of the world comes 
news of many men with a single name—the 
Huks. They are guerrillas, led by Commu- 
nists in Moscow’s service, who have been in 
continuous rebellion against the Philippine 
Republic since 1946. They raid, they kill, 
they rob. Last year they murdered the wid- 
ow of Manuel Quezon, greatest of modern 
Filipinos and chief architect of Philippine 
independence. A couple of weeks ago they 
killed 44 civilians and troopers of the Philip- 
pine Constabulary in four days. 

Secretary of State Acheson has said that 
the Philippine Islands are essential to the 
security of the U.S., and that the U.S. would 
go to war if necessary to save them. Well, the 
Huks are to all effects Communist invaders 
of the Philippines. On any day of reckonin 
in the Pacific they will be an advance guar 
of actual Soviet force. The Philippine gov- 
ernment has been unable to suppress them,

often been interchangeable words). To John 
Strachey in 1945 Soviet “socialism” was 
good. He held up Soviet “socialism” to Brit- 
ons as the model which they should follow , 
in improving their own society. He welcomed 
the prospect that two socialist powers, Rus- 
sia and Britain, would shortly be allied in an 
effort to finish the rout of capitalism. He 
specifically said that the evils attributed to 
Soviet Communism were ouiweighed b: 
the good in Soviet “socialism.” He went well 
beyond the standard pro-Russian sentiment 
of the war years (to which, as we explained 
on this page last week, we attach no present 
importance in judging individuals). 

We will probably be told that the political 
affiliations and attitudes of the French High 
Commissioner for Atomic Energy and the 
British Minister of War are none of our busi- 
ness and none of America’s business. To this 
we say in advance—nonsense! The Atlantic 
Pact is American business. The strength and 
security of Western Europe are American 
business. The attitudes, capacities and in- 
nate loyalties, intellectual and political, of 
those who govern Western Europe are there- 
fore of legitimate interest to Americans. An 
active Communist has no business being at 
the head of the French government’s atom- 
ie Promamn: A Marxist of John Strachey’s 
stripe has no business being the British Min- 
ister of War. 

It just won’t do! 


and there is no reason to think it will be able 
to do so without aid. The only possible aid 
must come from the U.S. Here, in islands 
ruled by the U.S. for 48 years, there is a tra- 
dition of U.S. assistance, participation and 
(in 1945) rescue from the Japs. Here is a chal- 
lenge to the U.S, to take a firm and not-so- 
difficult decision, offer any help that may be 
required and get rid of the Huks. Here is a 
measure of the U.S. government’s actual in- 
tention and capacity to create the positive 
Asiatic policy which the State Department 
so loves to talk about. At times and in places 
where U.S. security was under less of a threat, 
the U.S. has risked its soldiers and Marines. 
Maybe this won't be necessary to suppress 
the Huks. Or maybe it will. But the suppres- 
sion of the Huks is necessary. Any decision 
and any action required to accomplish it will 
be justified. Let’s see the decision. Let's see 
the beginnings of action in Asia.

Since arriving 
at New Haven, Marshall has grown a half inch (to 5 feet, 1024 inches), 
gained 18 pounds (to 170) and sliced 16 seconds off his time for the 440. 
Kiphuth is too smart to change Marshall's unconventional stroke. 
Marshalll brings his right arm higher out of water than usual, digs down 
with fingers spread and palm out. But he keeps left arm cutting sharply 
into the water. The result is terrific power and a total lack of beauty.

FAMOUS AMERICAN REALIST HAS RETROSPECTIVE SHOW 


In the frank and quietly brooding face of Edward Hop- 
per (above) lie many of the qualities of Hopper’s paint- 
ings of America. Straightforward, imbued with unsen- 
timental loneliness, Hopper’s scenes of cities and the 
shore have established him as a major American artist 
of the century. This winter the Whitney Museum in New 
York held a retrospective exhibit of i work. Last 
week the show began a tour by reopening at the Boston 
Museum of Fine Arts. 

Hopper, who was born in Nyack, N.Y., came to New 
York City in 1899, when he was 17, to study art. There, 
with other young painters like George Bellows and Guy 
Péne du Bois, he was exposed to the bold realism of 
Robert Henri, the leader of the Ashcan School. Henri 
helped to mold Hopper, who, unaffected by the modern 


movement, continued a realist. For a long time Hop- 
per’s work, which was described as offensively hard, 
pleased almost no one. After 17 years he had sold only 
two pictures and this so discouraged him that for a 
while he buried himself in commercial art. In 1927 a 
large one-man show finally won him recognition. 

‘oday Hopper’s canvases, which bring from $1,500 
‘0 $5,000 apiece, hang in 55 American museums and 
private collections. But Hopper himself is unchanged. 
Aman of simpleand secluded habits, he spends his sum- 
mers in a cottage at Cape Cod, lives in New York in the 
same neat and plainly furnished apartment he occu- 
pied 18 years ago. Now 67, he works slowly, painting no 
more than three pictures a year as he doggedly pursues 
the distinctive and compelling beauty of his realism.

Packages of Stars 


Agent Charles Feldman gambies on bundles of actors, directors, scripts

S anyone can tell by counting the Cadillacs on a warm afternoon 
A« the minks on a cool evening, there are a lot of ways of making 
a money in Hollywood. The town creates nice profits for the owners 
of automobile agencies, fur shops, restaurants, orange groves, oil fields, 
acting talent, writing ability, pretty legs and sometimes even movie 
studios. Many Hollywood people, however, believe that Charles Ken- 
neth Feldman, a suave and personable man in his mid-40s, has found the 
best and surest thing of all to own. Feldman, a highly successful mem- 
ber of that peculiar profession known as Hollywood agent, owns the 
agent’s 10% “piece” of around 250 producers, directors, actors, actresses, 
writers, cameramen and music conductors. When these people work— 
which is usually, Feldman being as efficient as he is—they earn anywhere 
from a couple of hundred a week for the neophytes to $10,000 or $20,000 
a week for the bigtimers. All in all during an average year they earn at 


least $10 million, which means that the Feldman agency’s cut runs to 
$1 million or more. Even after splitting with his partners and paying the 
people who help run the agency, Feldman racks up, according to the best 
Hollywood estimate, about $300,000 a year. This money is subject to the 
usual attritions of the fabulous movie incomes, notably taxes and alimony 
to an ex-wife, but nevertheless Charlie Feldman does all right by himself. 

What makes Feldman unique in Hollywood is not the money but what 
he does with it. To outward appearances he is an extremely conservative 
man, soft-spoken, self-effacing and given to dark suits and quict ties. Ac- 
tually he has always had the soul of a check-vested gambler, sometimes 
in the good sense and sometimes in the bad. To an increasing extent he 
has been gambling recently in a way that Hollywood sorely needs—on 
his ability to pick good and unusual movie stories, cast them, find the 
right directors and sometimes even finance and produce them. Right now, 
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for example, he has about a million dollars tied up in a gamble on 
Tennessee Williams, the brilliant but moody and tenuous young 
laywright whom Hollywood has always considered sure poison. 
Feldman paid $150,000 for the screen rights to Williams’ The Glass 
Menagerie, which nobody else in Hollywood wanted at the time, 
and arranged $500,000 worth of the financing under which it is now 
being produced in partnership with the Warner Brothers studio. 
He also paid $350,000 for Williams’ A Streetcar Named Desire, a 
play which won a Pulitzer prize but is so rife with prostitution, rape 
ume insanity that nobody else in Hollywood believes that it can ever 
be made into a movie without eliminating both the streetcar and 
the desire, not to mention the plot, the dialog and all the chief char- 
acters. Feldman still thinks that a Pulitzer prize play and author 
should be successful on the screen—or at least should be given a 
chance—and is remarkably calm about his investment. The fact 
that he is the only man at the race track who thinks his long shot 
can win does not seem to bother him at all. This kind of gambling 
spirit has turned Feldman into a real freewheeling free-enterpriser 
ina business which has become moreand more conservative. It there- 
fore makes him a man to reckon with in Hollywood. He is either 
going to create some fine movies and make a lot of money, or he is 
going to be the brokest $300,000-a-year man who ever lived. 

It involved a considerable risk for Feldman to become an agent in 
the first place. He started life as one of a family of six children and 
was orphaned when he was 6 years old. By dint of personal charm 
and ambition, he acquired foster parents and a law degree from the 
University of Southern California, the latter earned by working as 
a mail carrier and movie studio cameraman. In 1931, when he was 
not yet 30, he was making a name for himself as a Hollywood attor- 
ney and sppecrel to have a good safe future. When he decided that 
year to take down his shingle and get into the jungle world of the 
agents, his friends were horrified and one of them told him, “Char- 
lie, you sweated five years for that law degree. Now you want to give 
itup fora business where you don’t conifers toknow how to read!” 
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, Pal. But everyone else is protecting 
his travel cash with American Express Travelers Cheques.”

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But the gamble paid off. Today Feldman has as new a Cadillac, as 
ieoeee a house and as adequate a swimming pool as anybody in 

lollywood, and if he wanted to invest in nice, conservative govern- 
ment bonds he could be red of these possessions forever and ever. 

As an agent Feldman is something special. He operates on a high- 
level social and personal friendship basis that is the envy of all his 
less successful competitors. Ever since he got into the business he 
has been one of Hollywood's favorite hosts and guests; he is the close 
friend and confidant of such men as Jack Warner, Sam Goldwyn, 
David Selznick, Darryl Zanuck and Joe Schenck of 20th Century- 
Fox and Henry Ginsberg of Paramount. His ex-wife, a handsome 
former starlet named Jean Howard, is equally popular in high places 
and, in a way that could only happen in Hollywood, contributes 
greatly to his success at getting around. The two are seen together 
so frequently, especially at the parties Feldman gives, that many 
people are under the ii impression that they are still married. Actu- 
ally they were divorced in 1947, presumably after Miss Howard had 
given up all hope of ever finding a moment alone with her husband. 
Under the property settlement Miss Howard got the house but Feld- 
man the right to live in it rent-free for five years. Miss Howard is 
now a professional photographer and likes to travel, but when she 
is in town she lives in one wing of the house and accompanies Feld- 

man to many of his social engage- 
ments. They make a charming cou- 
ple and are adept at getting along 
with practically everyone except 
each other. 

Feldman has hardly ever been 
known to utter an unkind word about 
anyone and his favorite phrases, in 
describing people, are “wonderful 
guy” and “very dear friend.” Re- 
cently he gave a party at the Beach- 
comber restaurant to celebrate the 

© homecoming of Tyrone Power and 

his new wife, Linda Christian. This 

* started out to bea small dinner for 10 

close friends, but Feldman, in his ex- 

pansive and gregarious way, wound 

up by inviting 21, some of whom 

were total strangers to one another. 

A few minutes before the guests ar- 

rived Feldman decided he would have 

to set out place cards to ee the party in hand, but this fs 

to be impossible because he had forgotten not only whom he had 

invited but also how many. Not until the coffee was served and it 

was impossible for any further ts to be fashionably late could 

he be sure that he had not invited more people than the Beach- 
comber’s China Room would hold. 

Sometimes Feldman’s gregariousness reaches such heights that 
it becomes suspect; he is intimate with more people than any nor- 
mal man could be expected even to remember vaguely. Recently, 
while trying torecall a young eoproducer ofa 1943 movie, he rubbed 
his hand over his chin and said without visible embarrassment, 
“He’sa very dear friend of mine. I wish I could remember his name.” 
Some of Feldman’s rivals and critics in the agency business com- 
plain that nobody could possibly love so many diverse people at 
once, especially since many of the people Feldman likes sincerely 
hate one another. No one, of course, will ever know. But it is prob- 
able that Feldman really does like people, all kinds of people—or 
at least that he has been working at it so long that he has come to 
believe it, which amounts to the same thing for practical purposes. 
One thing is certain: Feldman is a man of sudden, impulsive and 
very warm gestures. Once he was riding out to a race track with a 
writer, who passed the time by outlining a story idea he was trying 
to work out. At the track the two separated, meeting again after 
the last ra As they began the homeward trip eldman said out 
of a clear sky, “T! retty good idea you've got. I'll give you 
$10,000 fora half inter Onanother occasion Actress Ida Lupino, 
a client of his, paid him a frantic visit on a Sunday afternoon. She 
and her husband were all ready to start producing a movie of their 
own, but their deal for the financing had fallen through and they 
needed a lot of money in a hurry. Feldman sat down and without 
asking for a note or security wrote them a check for $60,000. 

Fora long time after Feldman got into the big money as an agent 
he was fond of the $100 windowat the Santa Anita race track, of gin 
rummy at stakes up to $2 a point, and of the various roulette wheels, 
dice tables and chemin de fer games that are always available within 
easy flying distance of Hollywood. He gambled as expansively as 
he entertains and makes friends, but he was always a hard-luck 
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ON HONEYMOON in 1934 the 
Feldmans went to Palm Springs. 
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player and after a certain amount of steady losing he decided he 
was bucking the wrong game. Besides he had found a new and more 
satisfactory way of taking chances. In 1947, he says, he gave up 
gambling—in the common sense of the word—for all time. He now 
tempts fate in a much more constructive way. 

The Hollywood agent’s way of earning money, it should be 
explained, is to find an actor or director the best possible job avail- 
able, at the biggest salary the traffic will possibly bear. In a sense he 
is a business manager and employment agency, attending to all the 
messy details of finding work and dickering over the price. This can 
get to be very disagreeable work. For one thing, you have to keep 
on the alert for new clients—who can be acquired only by discover- 
ing new talent, which is expensive and time-consuming, or by steal- 
ing it away from another agent, which is the method commonly 
used. At the same time you have to guard your own stable against 
inroads from your fellow rustlers. There are always hound to be nu- 
merous financial disagreements—concerning new contracts, bro- 
ken contracts and the question of who gets how much money—and 
you have to be prepared to spend a good deal of time with lawyers 
and judges. The typical agent finds very little if any artistic satis- 
faction and has to get used to living in a world of ingratitude, insults, 
doublecrossing, triplecrossing, insomnia and ulcers, He earns every 
cent of his pay and seldom lives long enough to enjoy it. 

Along about 1935 Feldman was hit by the notion that the agent’s 
lot could be considerably improved and at the same time made more 
financially rewarding. His idea was basically simple but yet revo- 
lutionary: why should the agent, instead of just fighting over the 
available jobs, not set out to create jobs for his clients? This was 
the origin of what is known in Hollywood as the “package” deal, a 
highly complicated and difficult transaction, half business and half 
art, which can be brought off only by a catalyst like Feldman, with 
personal contacts in all the various branches of Hollywood skills. 
‘Among his clients Feldman would find an unemployed writer, an 
actor who was about to wind up a contract, a director who was look- 
ing for a good assignment and a producer who was fresh out of good 
story ideas, Then somewhere—possibly in a short story, a book o1 
a play that had gone unnoticed—Feldman would find a potential 
movie story that might suit all their talents. All that was needed 
was a littlé financing by a man who did not mind gambling, and 
Feldman was just the man, 

He began buying up story ideas, at anywhere from $2,500 apiece 
and up, and assigning his unemployed writers to turn them into 
screen plays. If the screen play turned out badly Feldman was 
out his original purchase price plus the writer's salary for 10 or 
20 weeks. If it turned out well he had, in Hollywood terminology, 
a valuable “property” which could be sold at a nice profit and 
with the stipulation that a Feldman producer or director or actor, 
or possibly all three, went with it. 


How to shock Sam Goldwyn 


\ELDMAN’S greatest coup was with the movie called The Bish- 

op’s Wife, one of the artistic and financial successes of 1948. 
Feldman found an old and almost forgotten nevel by Robert Na- 
than and bought the screen rights for $15,000. Shortly after his pur- 
chase he went to Lake Tahoe with Darryl Zanuck and Sam Gold- 
wyn. He took the book along and urged them to read it. They agreed 
that it was charming but laughed at his notion that it could be 
turned into a movie; its theme, concerning the sex life of an Episco- 
pal bishop, was just a little too hot for the movies to handle. Feld- 
man stuck to his guns and got one of his writers to convert it into 
ascreen play that got by not only the Breen office but also the Legion 
of Decency. Eventually he sold it to none other than Sam Goldwyn. 
The sale netted him $200,000, and besides he wrapped two clients, 
a director and a writer, into the “package.” 

He had almost as great a success, artistically if not financially, 
with Night and the City, soon to be released, which was developed 
from a book by the British novelist Gerald Kersh. He paid $50,000 
for the book and then found that it was almost impossible to tran- 
scribe into an acceptable movie story. The first 11 writers failed at 
the assignment, drawing fat pay checks from him all the while, and 
eventually he found that he had about $160,000 invested in the 
idea. Fortunately the 12th writer succeeded, and he was able to sell 
the story to 20th Century-Fox, which was looking for a picture to 
make in England with some of its blocked currency. Feldman’s 
profi was small, but he got good jobs and screen credits for two of 

is clients, Producer Sam Engel and Writer Jo Eisinger, which was 
almost as good. Eisinger’s going price in Hollywood has tripled 
because of the screen credit, which means that Feldman’s commis- 
sions from Eisinger have also tripled. 
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A few years ago Feldman pushed out the final stack of chips and 
got into the business of financing pictures. Sometimes, he found, 
the only way to turn a package into a movie was to put up the risk 
capital and produce it himself. Since it costs at least a million dollars 
today to make most Grade A movies, Feldman thus entered. one 
of the world’s most hazardous vocations. The big companies like 
Paramount, Metro-Goldwyn. rand 20th C 
balance the bad years against the good or the flop pi 
the hits. An independent, such as Feldman has become, has to 
himself against the knowledge that a single expensive failure can 
ruin him. The industry needs the independents—to keep up the 
competition and come up with the unusual ideas—but men who 
are willing to take the chance are hard to find. 

Feldman’s record to date as an investor is spotty. A few pictures 
which he put out under his own name (Pittsburgh, Follow the Bo) 
The Spoilers) have not been especially distinguished either ar 
cally or at the box office. He has had pretty good luck with a com- 
pany called Monterey Productions for which he supplies the financ- 
ing and Howard Hewks the directorial genius. On behalf of Mon- 
Hawks made te Have and Have Not and The Big Sleep, both 
starring Humphrey Bogart and Lauren Bacall. These two pictures 
cost a total of $2.6 million and have grossed about $9 million at the 
box office. The Big: Seep, incidentally, is an example of just how 
hazardous and unorthodox the movie industry can be. After Feld- 
man and Hawks had seen this strange and moody film together 
about 20 times, in the cutting room and at previews, Feldman s 
“Howard, [don’t want to seem stupid, but what the hell is this pi 
ture all about?” Hawks answered matter-of-factly, “I don’t know 
cither.” Audiences, naturally, had no better luck than the financier 
and the director at figuring out what the story added up to, but 
most people liked the film and it did very well 

Feldman also put up money for a film not yet generally released. 
‘This is Orson Welles in Macbeth, which got terrible notices from 
the critics who have seen it and is now in the cutting room for exten- 
sive revisions. Feldman thinks he has a good picture in Macbeth 
—uand is proud any of his attempt to bring Shakespeare to the 

creen—but very few people in Hollywood would care to invest a 

right now in its chances of breaking even. 

All in all it would appear that Feldman has not yet made any 
kind of net profit from his risk eapital and has only succeeded, thus 
r at least, in tying up most of his savings from 20 successful years 
Pursuing his new hobby. Feldman shuns what he calls 
* or standard commercial plots. Besides the Ten: 
he owns such stories as The Silver Whistle, a delight- 
e little drama in which Jo Ferrer made more of an 
artistic than a financial success on Broadway; Ernest Hemingway's 
highly censorable The Sun Also Rises; John Steinbeck’s ditto The 
Wayward Bus; a pla 1 They Shall Not Die which deals 
broad and controver lamous Scottsboro case; 
and a noy y is a tragic study of a young 
couple whose child is a Mongolian idiot. What will come of all of 
them nobody knows, including Feldman. Nevertheless he goes 
blithely ahead, and on the rare occasions when he has time to sit 
back and think, he asks himself: what is he really doing—peddling 
talent or producing movies? Some Hollywood observers have al- 
ready made up their minds. Counting the many “properties” Feld: 
man owns, they are beginning to refer to him as a “one-man major.

When the British caught wind of the fact that American men were de- 
veloping a fancy for bright tartan dinner jackets they were unhappy.

The royal family of Siam has one of the most involved family 


trees in all history. Most of the rulers have had wives by the score, 
plus coveys of concubines. Founder of the present dynasty in 
1782 was General Chakkri, who had fought so well against the 
Cambodians that Siamese ministers of state chose him to succeed 
Phya Tak on the throne. (Phya Tak had fought the Cambodians 
and Burmese so well that he was called the Savior of Siam, but 


he grew increasingly eccentric and ministers had him executed.) 


Chakkri, who established the present capital in Bangkok, nom- 
inated himself Rama I. All his reigning descendants (by tradi- 
tion chosen as rulers by assembled princes at the earliest possible 
moment after the old king’s death) have used the title, Rama. 
Rama I had 29 wives and begat 43 children. In 1809 he was suc- 


ceeded by the second son of his chief queen. This second son— 
Pra Buddha Lert La, or Rama II—was another good general who 
repelled a Burmese invasion and had 37 wives and 73 children, 
He was succeeded in 1824 by his third child, Pra Nang Klao, or 
Rama III, who signed the first commercial treaties with Eng- 
land and the U.S. Siam had 11 revolts during his reign. He died 
in 1851, after fathering 51 children, Later rulers are shown below. 


RAMA IV 
Kine Moncxut (1851-1868) 


Subject of the best-selling book and movie, Anna and 
the King of Siam, he was the 43rd child of Rama IT, 
learned Western languages and democratic ways, be- 
came “reform” ruler who led Siam out of medievalism. 


RAMA V 
CuvtatoncKorw (1868-1910) 
Ninth of Mongkut’s 82 children (by 35 wives), he trav- 
eled abroad as a youth, carried forward his father’s 


modernization program, founded schools and gradu- 
ally abolished slavery. He had 37 wives, 77 children, 


RAMA VI 
VasiravupH (1910-1925) 


Son of Chulalongkorn by his half sister, Sauvabha,

Mr. President 


As the head of a great university 
Ike has learned how to address deans 
as well as how to put ideas to work

days after Dwight David Eisenhower went to work as the 

13th president of Columbia University, he sent an urgent summons 

to Harry J. Carman, dean of Columbia College. The gray-haired, 

64-year-old dean hurried to the office of the new president. He found Eisen- 

hower, who usually presents a serene, smiling face to the world, solemn 
and fretful. 

"T need your help,” Eisenhower said nervously, “I’m awfully green at 
this job. Damn it, I don’t even know what to call people around here. I 
find there are 16 different schools here at the university, and each one has 
a dean or a director. What do I call these men? Dean? Director? Doctor?” 

“Not all of them are doctors, Mr. President,” the dean replied sooth- 
ingly. “Just call every one of them ‘dean’ or ‘director’ until you get to know 
them. Then why not use their first names?” 

“Good.” The president relaxed in the big chair behind his desk. “And 
T'll start with you. From now on you're Harry and I’m Ike.” 

Now, nearly two years later, Columbia’s president calls more than half 
of the deans by their first names. But no member of either faculty or ad- 
ministrative staff has yet called him “Ike.” Those two facts suggest a good 
deal how these two years have gone: it has been a process of Ike becoming 
familiar with a strange world, and also of his sallow the persistence of 
the formal tradition of a university 196 years old. That tradition was born 
in the vestry room of Trinity Church on lower Broadway in 1754, when 
Samuel Johnson, the first president (and one-man faculty), called the first 
student body of eight men to attention. And it culminated in the distin- , 
guished, starched 43-year reign of the late Nicholas Murray Butler. 

When Eisenhower's appointment was announced, the eyes of a few of 
Columbia’s most strait-laced academicians dulled with dismay, under 
brows raised in a Heaven-preserve-us arch. After all, the man had nothing 
after his name—scholastically—but a B.S. degree, and that from West 
Point. As for his public prestige, even that could be measured disparag- 
ingly—for Dr. Butler had stood 12 inches high in Who's Who, making a 
midget of Eisenhower at 324 inches. 

But there were also a number of less lugubrious voices. The late Dr. 
Harry Morgan Ayres, then director of the School of General Studies and 
one of the country’s leading English scholars, had listened to the doubts 
of his coll 

entlemen- 


the English language. Only a fine scholar could have written that.” And 
at the inauguration ceremonies Ike’s brother Milton, president of Kansis 
State College, had remarked to some faculty members, “I don’t know 
whether you men realize it or not, but in Ike you're getting the real scholar 
of the Eisenhower family.” 

Two years can mean relatively little to an institution almost two cen- 
turies old; they certainly are not enough to permit any definitive estimate 
of Eisenhower's lasting influence on Columbia. But they have been filled 
with enough incident and enterprise to furnish a kind of interim report on 
how the country boy from Kansas has been doing. 


Are they exceptional Americans? 


ROM the outset Eisenhower made plain that he had some strong 

convictions as to the proper business of a university. He started voic- 
ing them at a tea the very afternoon of his induction as president. A retired 
professor took the occasion to assure the new president of the acadethic 
excellence of the university. 

“Right now,” he said complacently, “in our graduate schools we have 
some of America’s most exceptional physicists, mathematicians, chemists 
and engineers.” 

Eisenhower asked softly, “But are they exceptional Americans?” 

“You don’t understand, Mr. President,” the scholarly gentleman said in . 
the indulgent tones of an adult to a child. “These are graduate students.” 

There is a large vein on the left side of Eisenhower's forehead, rarely

noticeable, for its pulse seems to come only from anger. It was throbbing 
now. Eisenhower exploded, “Damn it, what good are exceptional phys- 
icists, exceptional chemists, exceptional engineers, exceptional anything 
else—unless they are exceptional Americans?” 

He roared on, “The job of a university is to turn out useful citizens. I 
have the greatest respect for the high academic standards of the univer- 
sity and, believe me, those standards will never be lowered while I am here. 
But no university can live in an intellectual vacuum. Yes, Professor, every 
man and woman who enters this university must leave it a better Amer- 
ican, or we have failed in our main purpose.” 

Those words set the unchanging keynote to Ike’s regime at Columbia. 

One of the first and toughest tests the new president was faced with was 
the university’s scientists. Many of them, working on wartime Army proj- 
ects, had had sorry experiences with the military mind. Yet three of them 
soon were on intimate terms with Eisenhower: Physicist John Dunning, a 
member of Columbia’s great nuclear research team; Dean George Pegram, 
one of the architects of the atomic project; and Dr. Charles Glen King 
distinguished professor of chemistry. In a few months these men were mur- 
muring approvingly to their colleagues, “He listens attentively. Then he 
throws a question at us that shows he is following every word we say. He 
has an amazing knack for getting right at the heart of a problem,” 


Informal give and take 


I ps eltes listened attentively to these men because he liked and 
respected them—as men as well as scientists. Their conferences became 
informal give-and-take sessions. And of these meetings was born a scheme 
that may, in its way, be quite as important as the nuclear project. It stirred 
to life in this way. “Everyone has a plan for peace,” Eisenhower remarked 
one morning as they sat around his desk. ‘These plans look good on paper, 
but we'll never have peace as long as there are hungry people in the world.” 

"It’s terrible,” Glen King said, “that we are so lamentably ignorant 
about nutrition. That’s the trouble.” 

“Well, Glen,” Dunning broke in, “you nutrition boys did a good job on 
Army rations during the war.” 

“That's true,” Eisenhower nodded. “We never complained about our C, 
our Ten-in-one or our K rations. Matter of fact, I liked our C rations.” 

We did a terrible job on nutrition during the war through sheer igno- 
rance,” King replied. “Since the war we've found out that not even a rat 
could live for any length of time if fed exclusively on one of our standard 
Army rations.” 

Eisenhower looked incredulous and protested, “Men had to live at iso- 
lated outposts for months, sometimes subsisting entirely on C rations. 
‘They certainly showed no ill effects.” 

“They would have in time,” King said glumly. “Eventually they would 
have starved to death. We know very little about the metabolism of food, 
and when it comes to exacting the maximum output from a given piece of 
land, we are equally uninformed.” 

Dean Pegram agreed. “What the country needs is a truly great nutrition 
center where all available information can be pooled.” 

“You know, it’s not a problem exclusively for the chemist,” Dunning 
said. “Bread, as well as uranium, is composed of atoms, and a nutrition 
project will need the help of the nuclear boys as well.” 

They kicked the idea around. The rising excitement of the scientists 
was infectious. Eisenhower found himself thinking in terms of the Kansas 
farm he knew as a boy, remembering blistering days when the land lay 
exhausted under the summer sun. 

“This is a dream we've had for a long time,” King said apologetically. 

“It’s a good dream,” Eisenhower said, “and we've got the setup here to. 
make it more than a dream.” 

“Tt would cost millions,” Dean Pegram said ruefully. 

“Let's go out and get them,” Eisenhower answered. 

So it began. There were a dozen more meetings of university officials,

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and soon the word spread to the downtown skyscraper clubs where 
Wall Street lunches. Then one morning a small group of indus- 
trial leaders met with Eisenhower in the library of the President's 
House at 60 Morningside Drive. One of them opened the confer- 
ence cautiously: ‘You know, General, none of us can commit our 
organizations to supporting this project in any concrete fashion. 
But we would like to hear about it, and would like to assure you 
of our moral support.” 

“Gentlemen,” Eisenhower answered hotly, “we don’t need your 
moral support. [believe you havea real responsibility to help. When 
I took this job I said that I'd never go around passing the hat. I’m 
not going to beg for money. I’m just going to tell you of the great 
potentialities of this scheme, and then if you don’t feel that you 
Eeyelaireal vesponaibiliy-ieward 3 by polly, Pit eciag hark 16 
Kansas and go fishing for the rest of my life. Now listen. . . .” 

They listened. Eisenhower is at his best shooting from the hip. 
He had no prepared talk, but he managed to communicate to them 
his own intense interest. ‘This is not a charitable proposition,” he 
snapped. “It is not a question of feeding the poor. Look at this as 
hardheaded, practical businessmen.” They began to see. Slowly 
they began to understand the historic implications of a dream of 
properly feeding the world’s people. They, too, became excited. 

Today the Nutrition Center is more than a generous idea sketched 
inthe blue haze of tobacco smoke in the part office. Glen King 
has been made scientific director of the proposed center, and the 
labor of collecting $20 million has begun. 


A strong sense of responsibility 


HEN the war ended, Eisenhower had faced several possible 

alternatives—from retiring and “going fishing,” or continu- 
ing as Chief of Staff, to accepting any of some 50 high posts offered 
him by industry. To say that Eisenhower felt a strong sense of 
responsibility toward his country is not to indulge in a vacuous 
platitude. It is a simple fact. And Eisenhower, who has always had 
a rare faculty of cool self-appraisal, wanted to fulfill that sense of 
obligation so elemental in his make-up. He decided he could best 
do so by working for the good of American youth. In addition he 
was stirred by something more specific than this idealism: an uneasy 
feeling that the youth of America was not alertly appreciative of 
its national heritage. He didn’t know where the responsibility lay, 
but he had sensed that millions of GIs didn’t quite understand what 
they had been fighting to defend. 

It took Ike a while to realize that Columbia University was a 
little world in itself—a world in which Columbia College, the whole 
undergraduate body, was but one of 16 colleges and schools. There 
are, in all, 27,000 students in residence, 3,200 faculty members and 
a maintenance staff of 3,000. He soon learned, also, the meaning of

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the simple fact that it cost some $18 million a year to support the 
university, a sum $10 million larger than the ann ition fees. 
And Eisenhower had one unique additional responsibility: he was 
still General of the Army, subject to call at all times by the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff or any congressional group concerned with U.S. de- 
fense, and this often took up a third of his working hours. 

From the first the pace of work was terrific. It was made still 
harsher by the fact that Eisenhower’s prestige made him the most 
sought-after man in America as a speaker at public functions. Any 
single day’s mail might bring as many as 200 requests for his appear- 
ance. Because he wanted to be accessible to faculty and alumni, 
Eisenhower had never used President Butler’s remote office in the 
upper recesses of the Low Memorial Library, and had instead set 
up his office on the main floor. This only made tougher the job of 
administrative aide Kevin McCann, struggling to keep some order 
and sanity in Ike’s average day. Eisenhower was usually in his office 
by 8:15 in the morning; if he were lucky he could break away by 6, 
walk to his home two blocks away, change clothes and then hurry 
to some dinner where his presence was essential. McCann and other 
close associates soon found themselves pleading with him to lessen 
the pace. Eisenhower stubbornly refused. 

Alll the while Eisenhower gave to every possible future venture 
of Columbia an intense scrutiny that was the firmest proof (to those 
who doubted) that he was incapable of exploiting his office as a mere 
halfway house for a short, expedient stop on the way to bigger things. 
Rarely did even a casual luncheon talk with faculty members pass 
without study of some new long-range venture for Columbia. Tak- 
ing part in one such luncheon conversation one day were Philip 
Young, the new and energetic dean of the Graduate School of Busi- 
ness, and 38-year-old Eli Ginzberg, one of Young’s most brilliant 
faculty members. Ginzberg hed just returned from England, where 
he had made a survey of the human resources of the country. The 
conversation of these men went like this: 

“Experts sometimes go wrong in assessing the strength of a 
nation,” Eisenhower observed. ‘They talk in terms of its military 
might, its natural resources, or its wealth, When you come right 
down to it, the basic strength of a nation lies only in its people, or 
as you'd say, Eli—in its human resources.” 

“During the war,” Ginzberg said, “we were shocked to find that 
our human resources weren't as strong as we had believed.” 

“That’s true,” Eisenhower said. “I remember one time in Afri- 
ca when we had only four divisions in the field, and I was in des- 
perate need of men. I found we had 6,000 men in hospitals 
_ In Africa unavailable for combat—and not one of them had suf- 
fered a wound. Their emotional stamina and spiritual strength had 
| left them.” 

“We still have 411,000 GIs in hospitals,” Ginzberg said. “All war- 
time mental casualties. And during the war medical boards rejected 
more than two million men because of mental disabilities.” 

“It’s strange,” Eisenhower reflected. “We live in a country which 
offers its citizens unprecedented opportunities—and yet millions of 
our citizens are in no mental condition to take advantage of them.”

“And we don’t know why,” Young said. “We can’t even con- 
sider a cure until we find the cause.” 

“You know, Phil,” Eisenhower murmured, “we might. . 

So another venture began. Those two reflective words, a a 
man of quiet, stubborn conviction like Eisenhower, signified as 
much aggressive resolution as the shrillest alarm for action from a 
man of different temperament. Quickly the men were talking in 
practical terms. Ginzberg remarked that there had never been a 
time so propitious for an intensive study: the wartime records of 
the Surgeon General were still intact. And those 411,000 men in 
hospitals, as Fisenhower added, meant a huge clinic available. 

Action followed talk fast. Eisenhower wrote to the late James 
Forrestal, then defense chief, asking if the Army would cooperate. 
Forrestal was the type of man to pe eive instantly the worth of 
such a study to the nation’s defense. “This is too big a project to 
be supported by the university alone,” he told Eisenhower. “You're 
really doing this for the country and the country should pay for it. 
I'll get Columbia an appropriation. . . .”. But Eisenhower cut him 
off at this point: “No, Jim, that’s just what we don’t want. We'll 
do this on our own. We only want the opportunity to study Army 
records and to use Army hospitals as clinics.” Forrestal yielded 
without further discussion to Ike’s sound opposition to any federal 
funds and gave Eisenhower what he wanted. Columbia’s “Mr. Pres- 
ident” now had no trouble convincing his own administrative team 
and the university trustees of his project’s merit. Dean Young put 
Professor Ginzberg in charge of it. Young next managed to pry 
loose from the Surgeon General’s office the man he and Ike wanted 
to work with Ginzberg: Major General Howard Snyder, a distin- 
guished medical officer who had served as Eisenhower's own physi- 
cian during the war. Today the project is under way—with Colum- 
bia betting $100,000 a year that it is going to save the nation’s econ- 
omy millions, fortify the nation’s health and defense. 


Faith in decentralization 


S the months have gone by at Columbia, everyone close to the 

university has come to see the contrast between the working 
ways of Nicholas Murray Butler and of Dwight David Eisenhower. 
Under Dr, Butler, Columbia had been a one-man show—with the 
venerable president crisply dictating academic policy. Ike is so far 
from arbitrary as to be modest in strictly academic judgments; and 
as an administrator he has brought from his experience at SHAEF 
a firm faith in the wisdom of decentralization. 

An excellent example of the difference between the two men’s 
methods is the case of Teachers College. During the last 21 years of 
his regime, Butler paid but one informal visit to the college that 
yearly trains 4,000 men and women to teach America’s youth, So 
much a stepchild of Columbia did Teachers College become that 
Dean William Russell used to remark wryly that West 120th Street 
(separating his college from the university proper) was the widest 
street in the world. 

When Eisenhower took over, Russell sent him the conventional 
invitation to inspect the college. He expected in reply no more than 

e note of acknowledgment. Instead he got a phone call saying 
nhower would be over the following morning. Ike spent eight 
hours at Teachers College. He talked very little, listened a lot. 
Toward the end of the day the conversation went like thi “This 
is one of the few schools at the university that has to pay its own 
way,” Russell said ruefully. “If we had the money we could do some 
really big things here.” 

“What could you do?” Eisenhower asked. 

“T’ve spent my whole life in the field of education,” Russell said, 
“and it is my firm belief that too few Americans understand liberty 

s of liberty, the sense of duty and civic integ- 
alive. I believe too few Americans really under- 
stand what good citizenship means. In fact . . .”” And Russell went 
on for 20 minutes. He stopped in sudden embarrassment, for Eisen- 
hower had not said a word. 

“Sorry, Mr. President,” Russell said apologetically. “When I get 
wound up on that subject...” 

“[’m wound up myself on that subject,” Eisenhower said quietly. 
“American kids aren’t learning how to be good Americans by recit- 
ing the Pledge of Allegiance.” 

“If elementary schools and high schools would only use the com- 
munity as a laboratory,” Russell said. “Good citizenship could be 
taught the same pragmatic way as chemistry. To launch a scheme 
like this I'd bring in a few men who have thought along these lines 
for years and who could draw up a concrete plan to be tried out in 
seven or eight communities. But it would all cost money, and we 
just don’t have the money.” 
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At West Point, Cadet Dwight Eisenhower barely 
managed to squeak by in mechanical drawing, Two 
years ago at Fort Myer, Va., having just retired 
from his post as Chief of Staff of the U.S. Army, 
General Eisenhower looked on with growing interest 
while an at Thomas Stephens, made a portrait 
of Mrs. Eisenhower. Shortly the general joined the 
ranks of famous people who paint seriously for fun, 
the best known being his friend and wartime col- 
league, Winston Churchill. Now the general tries to 
get to his easel at least once a week in the recreation 
room of the president's house at Columbia Universi- 
ty. He usually carries artist's paraphernalia with him 
when he travels. His taste in subjects is highly varied, 
as the three paintings on this page show, and he paints, 
as often from photographs and his imagination as he 
does from models, As yet he has done no seascapes, 
but he is looking for a suitable subject in this field. 

The general's work has been exhibited twice at 
Columbia faculty members’ art shows, but he has 
never offered any for sale. However a painting of 
an Indian head which he gave to Writer Bob Con- 
sidine last year was turned over to a charity auc- 
tion, where it fetched the substantial price of $2,600.

Today the “Citizenship Edu- 
cation” project is moving successfully through a two-year “try- 
out” period in eight selected New York, New Jersey, Connecticut 
and Pennsylvania communities. Under high school teachers given 
eight weeks’ special training at Teachers College, students of these 
communities are personally studying everything from labor-man- 
agement relations to municipal bond issues. ‘They are learning,” 
as Eisenhower has remarked to Russell, “the practical competence 
to be free people.” 

Russell, who has been elevated to president of Teachers College, 
now thinks of West 120th Street as probably the narrowest street 
in the world, 


Eisenhower picks men. 


Cee aS who were close to Eisenhower during the 
war marveled at his knack for picking men. He selected his team 
with contempt of rank and concern with competence. So far, the 
general with the unpretentious B.S. seems just as skilled and delib- 
erate in the academic world. Typical is Eisenhower’s choice—and 
handling—of a man to head Columbia's School of General Studies. 

To direct the school—which provides college education to some 
7,000 adults—Ike wanted a man of special gifts. The more he exam- 
ined the list of candidates, the more convinced he became that Pro- 
fessor Louis Hacker was the man for the job. A brilliant Columbia 
graduate who had been on the faculty for lo years, Hacker was now 
on a year’s leave of absence at Oxford as Harmsworth Professor of 
American History. The year was about up, and Eisenhower was 
about to make his decision when he received a transatlantic phone 
call from U.S. Ambassador Lewis Douglas in London. The Ambas- 
sador was calling to say that Oxford was so pleased with Hacker that 
the university wanted him to stay for another year. “If Oxford 
thinks that highly of him,” Eisenhower chuckled, “then he’s the 
man we need right now.” Douglas agreed. And an incredulous pro- 
fessor at Oxford, amazed that Eisenhower even knew his name 
briskly packed his bags. 

Reporting to Morningside Heights, Hacker learned that Eisen- 
hower knew considerably more: he knew Hacker’s educational phi- 
losophy well enough to quote, approvingly and liberally, from his 
Shaping of the American Tradition. “Mr. President” had only one 
characteristic injunction: “It’s your show. You run it.” 

Knowing and respecting Hacker, Ike has stuck to that policy “‘Rhe 
school’s classes—afternoon, evening and Saturday—have the wid- 
est diversity of students, They include policemen, firemen, pugilists, 
mechanics, wealthy retired businessmen, poor retired businessmen, 
actors, foreign scholars. Not long ago one former holdup man, short- 
ly after finishing an eight-year prison term, wrote Hianugwece terse 
plea: “I want an education, and I’ve done a lot of studying in prison 
and want to enter your School of General Studies. I have applied to 
nine other universities, and all nine refused my application. Will 
you accept me at Columbia University?” Eisenhower merely for- 
warded the letter to Hacker without comment. A year from now 
the ex-convict will have completed the courses necessary to obtain 
a B.S. degree. Hacker, in his turn, knows his Eisenhower. 

So does Football Coach Lou Little. Shortly before Eisenhower 
was inaugurated, he happened to read in a newspaper that Lou Little 
had decided to leave Columbia and become Director of Athletics at 
Yale. Eisenhower asked Little to visit him at his home in Washing- 
ton. The general welcomed him with a broad smile. “It’s good to 
see you again, Lou,” he beamed. “It’s been a long time.” 

Coach Little looked baffled: he was positive he had never met 
Eisenhower before. 

“Yes, it was back in 1924,” Eisenhower continued. “You were 
coaching Georgetown, and Verne Prichard and I were handling the 
Fort Meade team. You got lucky and beat us 7-0. Prich and I used 
a single wing offense then. Back in 1945, Lou, I read an article in 
the Stars and Stripes that mentioned your winged-T. But it didn’t 
explain it very well. Where do you put your backs?” 

"T use a back out on the wing flanking the defensive end, instead 
of the orthodox man in motion,” Little explained. 

“Interesting,” Eisenhower said thoughtfully. “That certainly

Re his first eight months at Columbia, Mr. President” Eisen- 
hower stuck to his 15-hour-day pace. Both the university and 
its eager alumni were getting great mileage out of their president. 
But Mrs. Eisenhower and the sharp-eyed Kevin McCann saw the 
danger signs. Early last year, when the unification battle was raging 
in Washington and Eisenhower was called in again and again for 
trying but vital confere1 with defense heads, alert General Sny- 
der put it to him bluntly 0 one day: “Keep this up and Columbia will 
need a new president.” 

“What's the matter with me?” Eisenhower demanded. 

“Not a single thing,” Snyder said, “except exhaustion. Complete 
ertaystion: You know as well as I do that the only cure for that is 

ite rest. And that’s what you're going to get. Incidentally, 
it to cut down on your smoking. You must be smoking two 
half packs of cigarets a day.”” 

Three and a half packs,” his patient replied, grinning weakly. 

“Cut it down to one pac ck,” Sny |. “That won’t hurt you. 
“I couldn’t do that,” Eisenhower said, shaking his head regret- 
fully. “T'll have to cut them out altogether. Well, all right, Tll go 
away for a few da 

Before he could change his mind he found himself aboard Presi- 
dent Truman’s plane, bound for Key West. His three weeks rest 
included a little fishing, a little golfing, a little painting and a great 
deal of thinking. On his return he told General Snyder, “You're 
right, Howard. 1 won’t be much use to the university if I burn my- 
self out.” Snyder found him 10 pounds heavier, in sound health 
and cockily proclaiming, “Kansas stock is tough stock.” 
Eisenhower did agree to take things easier. That promise has 

roved about as durable as the conventional New Year’s resolution. 
He made one big concession—he hasn’t smoked a cigaret since. But 
his working hours have only become longer, his speaking engage- 
ments more crowded. The reason is to be found in the cheerful 
confession he made one day to Dean Carman: ““This job presents a 
challenge I never dreamed existed, Harry; and the longer I’m at it, 
the more I love it.” 

The challenge, as Ike sees it, implies more than his university 
work as such. It has compelled him to speak publicly on some mat- 
ters of national principle from which he might have taken a tempt- 
ingly safe refuge in silence. The temptation to take the easy, word- 
less way is sharpened, in Eisenhower's case, by his own knowledge 
that any comment of his risks partisan exploitation in politics. 

A typical instance was Eisenhower's address, made at the behest 
of several alumni, to the 193rd annual banquet of the venerable St. 
Andrew's Society of the State of New York. Striking off from the 
theme of the Scotsman’s traditional tough independence, he found 
the tricky and flabby word “security” in his line of fire. Said Eisen- 
hower: “TI do not believe that security, in the sense that we may live 
in slothful indolence and ease and stagnation, can ever be achieved, 
unless we do it, gentlemen, as slaves of someone who directs us. 
Possibly we have become too regardful of things we call luxuries. ...

Maybe we like caviar and champagne when we ought to be out 
working on beer and hot dogs.” it mattered not at all that Eisen- 
hower was simply posing an intelligent question mark after a rarely 
questioned word. A great section of the press seized on Ike’s phrases 
in a way to make them sound like a full broadside against the Tru- 
man Administration; and some editorial comment seemed bent on 
placing Eisenhower politically some steps to the right of McKinley. 

There was, incidentall: revealing sequel to this on the Co- 
lumbia campus. Robert Frederiksen, ex-GI editor of the under- 
graduate Spectator, editorially rapped the general who “doubles 
as president of this university.” When campus controversy flared 
and newspaperme! enhower's reaction to the edito- 
rial, he told them, “I never told anyone what to write when I was 
Commander-in-Chief, and I’m certainly not going to tell anyone 
what to write now that I’m a university president. More power 
to the lad who wrote that editorial.” 

On the whole, however, these have been tough times for those 
politicians furiously straining to read into Eisenhower's words 
some pat endorsement of their own preconceptions. This is not be- 
cause the man is coy or cagey but simply because he has seen no 
necessity to cast his principles in harsh partisan language. He has, 
it is true, laced more than once the let-Washington-do-it laziness 
of the man “who yells to the government for help every time his 
roof is leaking.” But professional archconservatives could only 
wince at his tart message to the alumni a year ago: “Some reaction- 
aries see no hope for us except in a vain attempt to return to the 
methods, practices and circumstances of the late 19th Century. 
Others urge a revolutionary breaking away from all connection 
with the past to embark on palpably dangerous experiments. . . . 
Universities learned long ago that their defense as well as their ex 
istence was to remain centers of independent thinking. ... We 
expect to teach oncoming generations of students that intellectual, 
spiritual and political freedom has been the principal ingredient 
in American greatness... . At Columbia we do not share the neu- 
rotic fears of some pessimists.” 


No chest-thumping 


HIS last October, speaking before the New York Herald Trib- 

une Forum, Eisenhower again set forth his political beliefs with 
that precision and judiciousness that so enrages hard-breathing, 
chest-thumping partisans. First he quietly put nostalgic fron- 
tier-conservatism where it belonged. “The essential dignity of man 
and the mastery of man over his institutions,” he declared, “were 
less expressed in the facts of American life in 1849 than they are in 
1949. ... A few men of industrial power could [in 1849] throw a re- 
gion into a panic; a single person could, on a whim, shut down the 
mills of a community and self-righteously judge himself guiltless 
of the suffering imposed on workmen and their families. Americans 
in the century just past have used the power of self-government 
to the progressive advantage of our people.” But—secondly—he 
called for a new, workmanlike survey of that crucial di ig line 
separating government responsibility and individual responsibil- 
ity. “To help us,” he said, “I believe that nothing could be more 
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EISENHOWER conrimuro 


effective than a convocation of leaders in every field. .. . I should 
be proud to see Columbia cooperating in such an effort, its pur- 
pose to develop a clear and authentic chart of this dividing line. 
‘The result might not satisfy the mind and conscience of each of us, 
yet the question would be rescued from the domain of prejudice, 
emotion, partisan politics and selfish interest, and be subjected to 
logical analysis and enlightened judgment.” 

If Eisenhower's mind could be said to be dedicated simply to 
two propositions, they would be aptly defined in those words: “log- 
ical analysis” and “enlightened judgment.” They suffice to sug- 
gest why he might be a tough steer to try to ride in the American 
political rodeo, 


The students’ view of Ike 


N the campus on Morningside Heights you find that the av- 

erage undergraduate is politically somewhat more “liberal” 
than his Ivy College colleague. Listening to them as they sip Cokes 
in the Lion’s Den, or “bull” in the lounge of Livingston Hall, or 
lounge on the steps leading to the Low Memorial Library, I decided 
that something like 90% of the undergraduate body is for Ike. One 
articulate critic, the Spectator’s Frederiksen, does complain that 
he ought to spend more time with the undergraduate college, less 
with the university’s graduate schools; but this is an ancient lament 
of Columbia undergraduates, who feel smothered in the university's 
hugeness. Student leaders like Bill Davis, president of the Dormi- 
tory Council; Emil Chaky, varsity football player; and Tokyo-born 
Ike Shapiro, of the Spectator stafl, have far different views. Shapiro 
sums them up: “Most college presidents are stuffed shirts. No one 
can say that about the general. When he talks to us, he talks our 
language.” All of them like him for simple, concrete things: his inter- 
est in anew gymnasium, his frequent presence at Baker Field during 
football season, his practice this semester of casually dropping into 
¢ morning it’s Donald O’Connell’s Economics, one 
British Constitutional History, 
another day Mark Van Doren’s Narrative Art. 

At lunchtime in the Men’s Faculty Club on 117th Street the talk 
you now hear about Eisenhower has noticeably warmed with two 
years’ acquaintance. Many still lament the demands that so often 
take him from the campus, and there has been much criticism of 
the trip he made to Texas last December during which his speeches 
seemed to have a definite political slant. But now the professors 
understand more clearly than before brother Milton’s tribute to 
Ike as a “scholar.” Most of them talk about the way Associate 
Professor of Economics Robert L. Carey does: “When he first came 
to Columbia, he was simply the great military hero, a famous curi- 
osity. It’s different now. The amazing respect for him isn’t blind 
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EISENHOWER continuo 


worship. After he leaves a classroom, you hear the students say, 
‘He's a great guy.’ And John Krout, dean of Graduate Facul- 
ties, says soberly, “Take him in a laboratory where the most tech- 
nical experiment is being conducted, and before long he’s asking 
the most searching questions, It’s simply that he—he’s got the right 
instincts, that’s all.” 

Both Ike and Mrs. Eisenhower have, for their part, developed a 
warm loyalty to Columbia. Their affection for the university is 
happily complemented by the pleasure they take in the home which 
Mamie Eisenhower has made of the big presidential mansion on 
Morningside Drive. While the first two floors remain rather forbid- 
dingly formal, she has converted the third floor into a warm, cheer- 
ful apartment, complete with kitchen. From the windows here, 
Mamie Eisenhower points with the most fervent pride of the old 
New Yorker to the sights below (“There’s Harlem . .. that’s the 
Triborough Bridge . . . almost see La Guardia airport’) while old 
friends of the wandering army-post days listen in openmouthed 
wonder. There is one room in the house seen by only their closest 
friends—a converted penthouse that formerly held nothing but an 
emergency water tank. “This is pure Eisenhower,” Mamie Eisen- 
hower says, pointing to the white wicker chairs, the comfortable 
divan that once served them at Fort Meade, and the paintings by 
Eisenhower which hang on the walls. Here she and the president 
spend every Sunday. There is only one photograph on the wall, an 
early picture of Mrs. Eisenhower's family—mother, father and four 
girls. ("My father was disappointed because none of us were boys,” 
she says, looking at the picture. “That’s why two of us in the pic- 
ture have boyish haircuts.”) With stubborn devotion Mrs. Eisen- 
hower insists that Sunday is the one day the general does not belong 
to Columbia. As she explains, “It’s the onl iy day in the week he 
eats breakfast.” 

Eisenhower gets from his painting the same deep pleasure (and 
the same delightful lack of distinction) as does his friend Winston 
Churchill. He is, of course, the first painting president in Colum- 
bia’s long history. Interestingly, recent Glunlia presidents have
